The William Mulock who once 
attended the old Newmarket 
grammar school, which still

Not an unimportant factor in this growing 
friendship between the two towns is the work of 
Mr. Illtyd Harris in introducing young singers of 
one town to the other. 

As this friendship continues to grow there is 
likely to be an increasing reaikation that the two 
towns can make more progress by working to- 
gether and "pulling for" each other than by 
quarrelling and decrying. At the moment the 
two towns might well join forces to study 
Ontario highway plans for this district There is 
still the Peterboro-Orangeviile highway to be 
completed, and there is the highway minister's 
public statement that he is considering a high- 
way which would serve the east side of Lake 
Simcoe. Will this highway start in east Toronto 
and skip Aurora and Newmarket entirely, or will 
it branch east at Aurora or Arraitage and make 
an inviting entry from historic Yonge St to the 
Lake Simcoe and Haliburton playgrounds? 

In the coming canvass, on the part of every 
municipality, for new industries it is quite likely 
that the industries will go to the towns that have 
available buildings. That makes good sense. 
Newmarket and Aurora will have one empty 
factory building after this war and that is the 
premises now occupied by the Aurora Ordnance 
depot. The industrial committees of the two 
towns should combine in an effort to secure a 
promising industry for this Aurora building. It 
is in the interests of Newmarket that Aurora get 
a good industry after this war to replace the 

present military industry, for, as already said, 
the people of the two towns go back and forth so 
much, to live, to work, to buy, that the prosperity 
of the one is tied up with the prosperity of the 
other. The more employment there is in the 
Newmarket-Aurora district the better it will be 
for the returning soldiers of the entire district.

Editor, The Era and Express: On 
Dec 30. Geo. H. Mitchell, M.LJL. 
wrote a letter which appeared in 
this paper In answer to my letter 
of Dec 15. Most of his statements 
were the usual C.C.F. generalities 
which when added up do not really 
amount to anything-. 

But here is one statement which 
he made where he hog-tied himself. 
He said the C.C.F- party was pre- 
pared to lend money to farmers and 
industrial workers at the interest 
rate of two percent. I3 he child- 
like in his simplicity or does he 
think the average man or woman 
in Canada is so dumb as to believe 
the C.C.F. party could lend money 
at two percent when Canada now 
has to pay three percent to secure 
victory loans? 

Speaking of war bonds, I wish 
every person In Canada who has 
bought a. war bond could read what 
I am about to say. We have bad 
five war loans since the war began. 
The total amount subscribed to 
these loans by the people of Can- 
ada is something over five billion 
five hundred million ($5,500,000.- 
000>. This is a tremendous sum of 
money which must be paid back 

with interest at three percent. Al- 
most ten million people are interest- 
ed, as there were 10.393.2$S individ- 
ual subcriptions to the war loans. 
Now if a Liberal or a Progressive- 
Conservative government be in 
power after the war all war bonds 
will be paid with interest. If a 
C.C.F. government be in power, and 
they institute socialism as it Is in 
Russia, as they have promised, 
every investor in war bonds will 1 
lose his money. 

How am I so sure that investors 
in war bonds will lose their money? 
When Russia overthrew the govern- 
ment of the czar and formed the 
Soviet government, they repudiated 
all their internal and external debts. 
Russia floated a big war loan just 
before she withdrew from the first 
great war. Most of the bonds were 
sold *in England and the United 
States, some in Canada- The in- 
vestors lost every cent. 

When Germany cnanged over 
from the government under the 
kaiser and formed the present Nazi- 
socialist government, by a process 
of inflation she repudiated all her 

debts to the German people and to 
foreign countries. People in U.S-A. 
lost very heavily. If you want to 
be quite sure that 1 know what I 
am talking about, I can show you 
German war bonds, also coupon 
mortgage bonds on the city of Ber- 
lin in Germany that were bought by 
the German and American people 
before the last Great War at 100 
cents on the dollar. 

I bought some of them when the 
German relchmark was depressed 
after the war, as was the English 
pound sterling. If the government 
[ of the kaiser had remained In 
power these would have gradually 
returned to par as the country re- 
covered. But when the socialist 
form of government took over, all 
investments In Germany became 
absolutely valueless. 

Russia not only repudiated her 
debts, the Soviet socialist party 
mass-murdered -100,000 of the rich 
people who were opposed to social- 
ism and confiscated their property. 

That is the only way socialism 
can get a start, namely, by repud- 
iation of debts, plunder and confis- 
cation of property. The C.C.F. pro- 
poses to take over the banks, the 
trust companies, the mortgage 

loan companies, etc I am quoting 
C.C.F. leader Coldweil in his speech 
reported Jan. 7. They also propose 
to take over the packing houses, 
the dairies, all big business and 
eventually the farms. Where will 
they get the money to pay for all 
this? It wilt simply be a case of 
confusion, plunder and confiscation- 
It will be a case of the politicians 
lining their pockets through th-» 
mismanagement of the business 
they take over. 

Don't let the working-man be 
fooled. In a socialist government 
there are no labor \inions to pro- 
tect the laboring man. The politi- 
cians set the scale of wages, work- 
ing hours and generally boss the 
job. No one stands to gain under 
a socialist form of government ex- 
cepting the politicians, who are 
the big bosses. They enforce their 
will if need be hy the police and 
the army. 

Mr. Mitchell In his letter ex- 
pressed surprise that f was not 
favorable to the C.C.F. plan of 
socialized medicine. 

After running my business fairly 
successfully for 30 years I do not 
care to become a civil servant on 
a salary fixed by the C.C.F. govern- 
ment and take my orders from 
second-rate politicians. I predict 
that if the C.C.F. were elected to 
power their plan for medical ser- 
vice* *>nd hospitalization will fall 
for two reasons. First, all the 
smart, successful doctors will re- 
fuse to work under the plan. Sec- 
ond, the plan will prove so expen- 
sive that It would fall to piece* 
before it ever gets started. 

I hope my readers do not get me 
wrong. I am not opposed to con- 
tract medicine In the mining nnd 
lumbering districts and in the thin- 
ly populated areas of western Can- 
ada. Rut the C.C.K. plan Is em 
tlrely a different proposition nnd 
Is entirely unworkable In this en- 
lightened, free en 11 n try. The 
scheme Is used by C.C.F. speaker* 
to Impress tho working-man nnd 
catch votes. 

The old reliable political parties 
have wllhln tho fast 30 years grad- 
ually Improved tho condition of 
the worklng-mnn.

him here at the station a slot* 
machine, is that correct?" Mr. 
MacTavish questioned John Hamil- 
ton, who was the next witness to be 
recalled to the stand. The latter 
replied that this statement was cor- 
rect. 

"It was a black-cotored five-cent 
slot-machine which we were using 
for spare parts." the witness stated. 
"We had It in our room where we 
repair the machines." 

"Where did you get it from?" 
iskod Mr. MacTavish. 

"We had it for several years." 

Asked whom he meant by "we/* 
the witness stated that he was re- 
ferring to himself and Mr. Siegal. 
He also stated that this machine 
which he brought into the police 
station on Sept. 21 had not beea in 
circulation for the last two years. 

"Why did you turn it into the 
court office?" asked Mr. MacTavish. 

"Mr. Siegal told ni c to take it 
over." replied Mr. Hamilton. 

"You knew that this machine had 
not been in the Irving place or any- 
where else?" "Yes." 

"Do you know where the machine 

was which was at the Irving place?" 

"I didn't know where it was at that 
time." 

"Where is it now?" "I think that 
it is out on location just now." 

Asked if the machine turned in- 
to court by him was the same 
make as the Irving machine, the 
witness replied that it was not the 
same kind of machine. 

"Did you know who took the 
machine from the Irving place?" 
further questioned Mr. MacTavish. 
The witness said that h e believed 
that It was Mr. Siegal who took It 
away. 

"So when you took the machine 
to court you knew that it was not 
the same machine that was played 
on at the Irving place?" asked 

Commissioner Stringer. The wit- 
ness replied In the affirmative. 

"Were you doing this to mislead 
the magistrate's court?" "No." 

"You believed that any old 
machine would do as long as you 
returned some machine?" "Yes." 

"You got Instructions from Mr. 
Siegal to return this machine?" 
"Yes." 

Examined as to his connection 
with the Irving slot-machine. Albert 
Siegal stated that on Sept 4, at 
-*bout 1040 p.m., he was standing 
In front of an amusement place 
known as the "Red-Spot," where 
one of his machines was located. 
when he noticed some police offi- 
cers taking a machine out of the 
building. 

"Naturally I got busy and took 
my machines out of as many place3 
as I could." stated the witness. "I 
did not know where the officers 
had made their buy. I went ahead 
and tried to protect some of tho 
other machines. I just told the 
boys at the Irving place to get the 
machine off the premises." 

"What happened subsequently to 
the machine on the Irving place?" 
asked Mr. MacTavish. "I picked 
it up the following day. It was 
covered up in the yard." said Mr. 
Siegal. 

"It was hidden there?" asked 
the commissioner. "Yes," said Mr. 
Siegal. 

To further questioning the wit- 
ness said that he brought the 
machine to his shop In Newmarket. 
He was not present In police court 
on Sept. 1-1 when the case first 
came up for trial. 

"Ynu were ordered, to produce the 
machine to the court?" Inquired 
Mr. MacTavish. 

"Yes." replied Mr. Siegal. "Sgt: 
Wilkinson said that it had to go 
back." 

"As a result of these instructions, 
what did you do?" "I didn't say 

that I would return it or that I 
would not." 

Mr. Siegal went on to say that 
one of the officers who had been 
with Sgt. Wilkinson remained after 
the others left. 

"I think that his name was Mr. 
Kellcy," stated the witness. "Ho 
said that the best way to clear up 
this thing was to turn in any 
machine." 

"Was Sgt. Wilkinson present at 
the time?" "No, he had gone at 
the time." 

"Did you know who Mr. Kcllcy 
was?" "He said that ho was nti 
officer. I said that IM turn over 
the machine on the following Tues- 
day." 

Asked what Mr. Kcllcy looked 
like, the witness stated that ho 
was "stocky and dark." Ho could 
Identify the officer If he were pro- 
duced nt the Inquiry. 

"You sny that you wero alone 
when this conversation took place?"

The witness replied that this was 
the case.

He said 
that he meant that the officer's 
name was Riley. 

'•Where Is Riley now?" Mr. Mac- 
Tavish asked S«t. Wilkinson. 

"I don't know." replied tho wit 
ness. "He is not a member of the 
police force now." 

Sgt. Wilkinson stated that he and 
the other two officers left the hotel 
building together and no opportun- 
ity was offered for either of his 



"If the statement were made 
that Riley had lunch before ho 
left, what would you sav?" asked 
Mr. MacTavish. 

"I'd say that he did not." replied 
the witness. "By the way, I 
might say that Riley did not go 
direct to Toronto with us. He had 
*o go to court at Bradford. We 
dropped him off at the corner of 
Eagle and Yonge Sts.. where Police 
Con9table Collins was to meet him. 
I can't say whether he came back 
*o Newmarket or not." 

"What time did you let him off?"* 
"It was about 11.15 in the morning. 
I remember saying that he'd have 
a long time to wait before Collins 
came along. They had to be in 
Bradford court at two o'clock." 

Asked if Mr. Riley had had any 
Instructions from him to return to 
Newmarket and interview Mr. Sie- 
gal, the witness said that he gave 
no such instruction. 

fn his testimony, Joseph Irving, 
proprietor of th e "Everglades" 
dance hall at Jackson's Point, testi- 
fied that he was present when the 
police officers played the slot- 
machine at his place on Sept. 4 
but denied being there when the 
gambling device was taken away. 
He said that his son. who is now 
in the army, was taking care of the 
hall when Mr. Siegal told him to 
take out the machine. 

"When the provincial men came 
for the machine I said that I did 
not know whore It was," stated Mr. 
Irving. "One of them didn't have 
a registration certificate. I didn't 
let him search tlje place.** 

Asked who took the machine 
away, the witness said that Mr. Sie- 
gal look It away the following day. 
He admitted telling Mr. Siegal that 
the police had come for the ma- 
chine. 

"Would you consider Mr. Siegal 
had a tight to take it away when 
the police hod been there before?" 
questioned air. MacTavish. 

"I don't know the law," replied 
Mr. Irving. ■ 

"You've had" machines on your 
place before, you knew enough to 
hide It." commented Mr. MacTavish* 

Recalling Constable Robert Wind- 
sor to tho stand, Mr. MacTavish 
asked: "You recall the last time 
you were on tho stand that you 
changed your story from tho first 
time that you were on the stand? 
Yon admitted opening tho three 
slot-machines from the Davles 
place, the first tlmo, lu the garage 
when two machines were opened In 
the presence of Mr. Mlntz. and of 
the proceeds; of J48 you gave $3 
to Mr. Mtntg and kept the balance 
yourself? The third machine you 
said you removed to the dining- 
room, where il was pried open nnd 
the contents taken out? You snhl 
that you changed the nickels token 
from Ihe machines?" Constablo 
Windsor said that he recalled giv- 
ing this evidence. 

"What was the total amount tak- 
en from tho three machines?" 

•'There was $5&" replied the wit- 
ness. "I cashed $53 nnd Mr. MIntz 

had W 
-1 take it that tho $53 was pu 

in your pocket and that you spent 
it?" asked the crown. 
"I held the money for tho crown." 

replied the officer. "It was re- 
turned on Jan. 4, last week." 
Asked to whom he paid the money, 
the witness smld that he handed It 
over to Mr. Mills, clerk of thd 
Newmarket court. The amount of 
the cheque was $58. 

This ended the inquiry begun en 
Dec. 13. Commlsflhmer Stringer 
R aid that ho would consider tho 
evidence before him and then make 
a report to the attorney-general.

Chief Stuart agreed with Mr. 
MacTavish and said that in each 
case the York count v police had 
conducted the raid.

the Newmarket court on April 7. 
1942. Two Lunney and five Renoff 
machines yielded $30.55, which was 
turned over to the Adelaide St. 
court on March 27. 1M2. the witness 
said. 

't see that tho moneys in this 
instance were turned over about a 
year later?" questioned Commiss- 
ioner Stringer. 

"Yes. it was kept in my vault 
nnd held over until some other 
machines were broken up." replied 
Chief Stuart. He went on to say 
that on May 24, 1W1, two Waxer. 
throe Lavlolette and one Lloyd 
machine were destroyed, all seized 
in raids conducted bv the York 
county police and ordered confis- 
cated by the Newmarket court. 

"The contents of $42.32 were 
turned over to Mr, Mills on April 
7. 1912. a little less than n year 
later, along; with some other re- 
turns?" asked Mr. MacTavish. 

"Yes. that's right." replied the 
witness. 

"Well, we come to the sixth day 
that the sledges were lifted, which 
was on Oct. 24. !M2" continued 
Mr. MacTavish. "The Newmarket 
eroup consists of two FhtteH, two 
Rrunt, one Loo King and one Me 

Wone. What police conducted the 
raid?" 

Chief Stuart replied that with the 
exception of Me Wong* which 
seizure was mado by the York 
county police and the Aurora 
police, all raids were made by York 
county police. 

"Then in this group we can sum- 
marize ,as follows: five machines 
were seized by the York county 
police and one machine was seized 
by the York county and Aurora 
nolle e," stated Mr. MacTavish. 
'These machines wero destroyed 
and $S.06 was paid over to Mr. 
Mills on Nov. 12. 1943, a little more 
than a year later." Chief Stuart 
replied that the statement was cor- 
rect. 

He went on to say that the 
Adelaide St. court group, which 
was destroyed on Oct. 29, 1942, In- 
cluded one Cooper, one nono and 
one Max service station machine, 
all seized in raids made by the 
York county police, five Datum 
machines, seized by tho York 
township, and on© Cillla machine, 
seized by the North York police. 
These machines yielded $37.25. 
which was paid over to Miss Ding- 
well, assistant clerk of tho Adelaide 
St. court, on June 15, 1943, about 
seven months after the machines 
wero destroyed. 

tThfth summarizing further* In nil 
there were 15 machines destroyed 
on Oct. 21. 1912, nine from tho Ade- 
laide St. court nnd six from tho 
Newmarket court. Is that right?" 
asked Mr. MacTavish. 

"Yes, that's light," replied Chief 

Stuart. 
"Do you recall who wero pres- 



ent?- "X believe it was Wallace, 
Croutch, the caretaker and myself." 
Chief Stuart went on to say that 
on the seventh destruction day. 
which was May 24, 1943, five Ade- 
laide St. court machines were des- 
troyed. They yielded $125.22, which 
sum was turned over to Miss Ding- 
well on Dec. 23, 1943. These 
machines Included one Adams and 
three other machines, all of which 
were seized in raids made by the 
lork county police, and one Cruck- 
shanks machine which was seised 
In a raid made by the East York 
police. 

"Were there any machines which 
were confiscated by Newmarket 
court destroyed on that day?'* asked 
Commissioner Stringer. 

"No. none that day," replied the 
witness. 

On Nov. 3. 1943. the eighth and 
last day of destruction. Chief Stuart 
said that three Newmarket court 
machines, which consisted of one 
seized from Percy Hill, one from 
J- Hawkins and one Me Wong 
machine were destroyed and the 
contents of $23.40 turned over to 
arr. Mills on Jan. 4, 1W4. The first 
two mentioned machines were 
seized in raids made by the York 
county police and the last by the 
York county police In co-operation 
with the Aurora police. 

Also on Nov. 3, 1&43, one Keller 
machine, which was seized in a raid 
hy the York county police and the 
Etoblcokc police and confiscated 
by the Adelaide St. court, was des- 
troyed and the sum of $7.79 turned 
over to Miss Dingwcil on Dec. 23. 

"I might say. not meaning to cast 
reflection on anyone else. I don't 
•>ften get a receipt immediately on 
turning over the money." stated 
Chief Stuart. "Sometimes the 
moiKv lies there a week or a 
month before t get the receipt." 

"But you should get n receipt 
right away." stated Commissioner 
Stringer. 

"Sometimes that Is difficult," re- 
plied the witness. "The courts are 
shorthanded. They also want to 
count the money over before they 
give a receipt.*' 

Asked If the m gambling devices 
included the 26 machines seized 
and destroyed by the provincial 
police. Chief Stuart said that they 
were not Included, nor were the 
three Davles machines connected 
with the investigation or the Lewis 
machine, which is being held until 
a destruction order is Issued. 

"That makes ItS confiscated 
items during the period under re- 
view. Do you know of any other 
machines?" asked Mr. MacTavish. 

The witness replied that he knew 
of no other machines. He said that 
of the total of 119 machines. 80 had 
been destroyed by his instruction 
and in his presence. 

"Then here is the picture." com- 
mented Mr. MacTavish. "Ther-s 
were S9 machines destroyed by you, 
24 by the provincial police, two held 
by the provincial police for destruc- 
tion, three Windsor machines held 
here, and the Lewis machine held 
by yon for destruction.* 4 

Adding the various amounts of 
money obtained from the 88 ma- 
chine* destroyed by Chief Shunt 

and the York county police, Mr, 
MacTavish concluded that a total of 
$351.48 was realized. 

"Were these moneys turned over 
to the court clerk by cheque or as 
they came from the machines?'* 
asked Mr. MacTavish. 

"The money was turned over as 
it came from the machines." re- 
plied the witness. 

**And on some occasions you re- 
ceived a receipt right away, some- 
times tater and sometimes not at 
alt?" "Yes. sir, in tho first case 
I did not receive a receipt for some 
time." 

"Calculating further, I see that of 
the total sum of I3S4.48 which was 
taken from the machines, $129.45 
was paid over to Mr. Mills, the 
clerk of tho Newmarket court, In 
the form It was taken from tho . 
machines. In nickels, dimes nnd so 
forth^ and (25&03 was turned over 
to Mr. Brimson or his assistant. 
Miss Dlngwelt, of the Adelaide St. 
court. Is that rlRht?* 1 

'That is true." replied Chief 
Stuart. ■ 

Questioning A. M. Mills, clerk of 
tho Newmarket court, about the 
moneys turned over to him by Chief 
Stuart, the witness stated that the 
moneys had been given to him In 
envelopes which he placed in his 
safe. Ifo said that the total amount 
received by him tallied with the 
amount stated hy Chief Stuart. 

"I can't recall tho actual dates 
on which the moneys wero turned 
over," he stated. "But 1 have a

Asked what became of the money 
deposited, he stated that previously 
he had sent cheques to Ottawa but 
that they had been returned. 
T-atelv he was sendVig it to Hugh 
Donald, inspector of legal offices. 
Toronto, where it is apportioned to 
the various municipalities. He said 
(hat he had sent a cheque in for 
$176.02 to this office the day 
previous. Of this amount. $128.50 
was slot-machine moneys received 
from Chief Stuart. 

"Do you know of any stot-machine 
confiscated in your court tor which 
"o return has been made by Chief 
Stuart or anyone else?" asked the 
crown. 

Mr. Mills replied that he knew 
of no such machine. 

"Since the inquiry started, has 
there been any effort made by you

"These machines were brought tn 
on tho second day of the Inquiry, 
Dec. 23." stated Chief SIoss. "They 
were brought In in the presence of 
S«;t. Wilkinson. Constable Windsor, 
Commissioner Stringer nnd myself. 
They were all present when the 
machines were opened by At. 8ic- 
gal. The money and slugs were 
counted. In the first machine thcro 
were 55 five-cent slugs, one ten- 
cent slug and $2.35 in cash. In the 
second machine there were 02 five- 
cent slugs nnd $2.65 In cash. In 
the third machine there were 100 
five-cent slugs nnd $2.6 1 In cash. 
These machines were locked In the 
cetl here nnd have been there ever 
since. I have the only key to that 
ceil." 

"Whut was done with the 
money?" asked Mr. MacTavish. 

"When U was counted, the money 
from each machine was put in an 
envelope and put back Into the 
machine it came from. I examined 
the machines again today and the 

money is still there/* 

Constable Allen S. Wallace of the 
Vork county police corroborated 
Chief Stuart's evidence that the 
25-cont slot-machine seized In the 
mid on the Hnlymn club had not 
been In working condition, which 
accounted for there being no money 

Inside when opened. 

The witness said that they were 
nhnut to leave the premises after 
seizing some other machines and 
some liquor when Constable Mnrtin- 
dale asked one of tho defendants 
If there were any more machines 
on tho premises. The latter pointed 
out a machine which he told them 
win broken. 

Constable Wallace said that ho 
believed that Constable Marttndale 
attempted to operate the machine 
to see If It were broken. 

The investigation was adjourned,

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Health Series: Article No. 1 
<ny Caroline D. Edwards, health 
— convenor, Newmarket Home and 
School Association) 

There has been prepared by 
the Home and School Association 
a series of articles dealing with 
health. These will appear peri- 
odically in the local press, and 
it is suggested that if these 
articles contain information 
which may be of value to you, 
you clip and file them for future 
reference. It may save you 
calling your family doctor for 
this information at a time when 
he is busy with more urgent 
duties. 

The first of this series will 
deal with some of the com- 
municable diseases and their 
prevention. 

In the year 1943-44 we hear of 
very few cases of smallpox, but 

in reviewing statistics of this 
loathsome disease it is very evi- 
dent that it has been reduced to 

these small proportions by one 

reason only, that is, vaccination. 
In the 18th century in England 
. alone it killed from 3,000 to 
15,000 each year. In 1702-3 it 
struck Quebec, and conditions 
there at that time were thus 
described as quoted by Dr. J. J. 
Heagerty: 

"Ifse priests could scarcely 
bury the dead and assist the dy- 
ing. The bodies were buried 
together to the number of 15 to 
18 in a group. This continued 
for months, and there were over 
2.000 deaths." 

Thirty years later there was 
another epidemic when 1,700 
people died. While there have 
been no epidemics which com- 
pare with the earlier pestilence, 

still between the years 1871 and 
18E5 objection to vaccination be- 
came widespread 'in Montreal; 
with the result that between 
1872 and 1880, when vaccination 
was neglected, there were 4,811 
deaths out of a population of 
120,000 people. 

In 1924 there was a smallpox 
epidemic in Windsor, Ontario. 
Tfcere were 63 c^ses and 32 
deaths. No person who had been 
vaccinated died of the disease. 
No person who had been vac- 
cinated at any time in his life 
became dangerously or seriously 
ill. 

There is no doubt that vac- 
cination has already saved hun- 
dreds of thousands of lives. 
There is no doubt that it is the 

sole cause of eliminating the 

terrifying epidemics which raged 

I all over the world for centuries. 

- Also, there is no doubt that if 
vaccination were abandoned to- 
day, these epidemics would again 
make their appearance. 

Medical authorities do not say 

that vaccination is infallible, but 

- il is certain that in. the vast' 
majority of cases it means com- 
plete protection from smallpox. , 

Ten Points of Vaccination: / 

1. Immunization by vaccina> 
' tion is a preventative of smrjl- 

pox. f 

2. Vaccination early in life is 
strongly recommended, as/ the 
reactions are milder. / 

3. Vaccination may be/ done 
in a healthy infant any time 
after the first month. 

4. The protection afforded by 
successful vaccination in in- 
fancy is adequate in the large 
majority of instances; however, 
additional protection may be se- 
cured by re-vaccination prior to 
the child's entering school. It is 
further suggested that everyone 
should be re-vaccinated at the 
time of an epidemic. 

5. It is belter to use the arm 
than the lag for vaccination. If 
vaccination is carried out on the 
leg, a period of rest in bed is 
necessary. 

6. Ask your physician for in- 
structions as how to care for 
vaccination v/hen it "takes" and 
follow his instructions implicitly. 

7. Keep the vaccination wound 
, dry and clean. The scab which 

forms is the best dressing. 

8. From the seventh to the 
. tenth day after vaccination al- 
low the child much rest and 

• little exercise. 

9. Remember smallpox is like- 
ly to leave many scars; vaccina- 
tion will leave only one. 

10. Vaccination or an attack 
of smallpox are the only two 
ways to secure protection from 
this disease.

I found my- 
self coming away musing, 'It's 
not such a bad old war as wars 
go — for this outfit anyway.' 

"Once again, many thanks to 
all old comrades of the Newmar- 
ket War Veterans for their tire- 
less efforts for us fellows over 
here — they must have put in 
plenty over-time getting such a 
number of such parcels shipped 
over here." 

"Received your most appre- 
ciated parcel the other day and 
was pleased to think the people 
at home hadn't forgotten the 
boys over nere," writes Pte. W.

Mrs. M. B. Seldon. musi^ 
tether in the schools, asked in 
a letter that music instruction 
M^a be increased. She stated 
that the time had been reduced 
from two 20-minute periods to

in 1933 as a depression saving. 

"Music appreciation should be 
taught in conjunction with the 
sinking, but I cannot do this 
owing to lack of time," she 
wrote.

On the suggestion of Trustee

discuss Mrs. Seldon's suggestion 
with Principal H. A. Jackson be- 
fore taking action.
